SBouth Omeba and the managemeant
of the Unlon Stock vards vied success
fully with the haspltable ef®orts of
Omaha In the eptertalnment of the
editors, who held the second day's
seasion Toesday in the Live Stock ex-
change st the Unlon Stock yards.

The company was immediately escort
ed to the Union Stock yards, where
the visitors were taken on a tour of
fpspection through the different de
partments of the great plant, At 12:30
a deinty lunch was served in the din
fog hall of the exchange bullding,
where about 400 of the visitors par
took of the company's hospitality, The

After dinner 700 employees of the
Union Stock yards deployed before
the visitors. A photograph of the as-
sembly was then taken, after which
the Iadles of the party were taken for
a trip to Fort Crook and the delegates
retired to the Exchange dining room
for a buriness session, At the gession
the following officers were elected; J.
M. Tanner of SBouth Omaha, president;
H. G. Taylor of Central City vice
president; C €. Johns of Grand Isl-
and, sacretary-troasurer, and Miss Bu.
nice Haskins of Btelia, correponding
secretary,

South Omaha's Welcome.

At the lunch, Benator J. M. Tanner
of Bouth Omaha, acted as toastmaster
and introduced the speakers. Senator
Tanner, in behalf of the men engaged
in the llve stock Industry, the locadl
newspaper men, the South Omaha
Commercial ¢lub, the bankers, mer-
chants and citizens In general, ex-
tended the visiting editors a most cor-
dial welcoma to South Omaha.

Bruce McCulloch, editor of the Jour-
nal-8tockman, was then Introduced.
Mr. McCulloch pald a high tribute to
the womanhood of the state, whom, he
sald, had done thelr full part in mak-
Ing Nebraska what It Is today.

James H, Van Duseln pald a tribute
to the honorable profession of the
press, of which, he sald, he had at one
time heen o member,

Before taking up the business of
the session the guests viewed the pa-
rade of the gtock yards employees,
who, te the number of 700, marched
by the exchange bulldings, Each de-
partment of the company was repre-
sented in the parade, and a moving
pleture of the whole was taken,

C. C. Rotewater on "Advertising."”

When the business sesslon con-
vened Charles C. Rosewater, general
manager of the Omaha Bee, took up
the eubject of “Advertising.” Mr.
Rosewater went Into practical detalls
of the bnuginess, and hls address was
Hstened to with close attention. The
speaker sald that while the associa-
tion had a social slde, it was certainly
not the main object of the delegates.
He declared that newspapers live by
thelr advertising, no matter how high
thelr editorial Ideals may be. Adver-
tising was a matter of paramount im-
portance and the possible source for
a large ameunt of revenue to any pub-
lisher.

Mr. Rosewnter discussed rates of
newspapers, and country newspapers
In particular. He Insisted on the
maintenance of a flat rate, even in the
face of greater business at lower
rates, He quoted coplously from the
leading advertising agencles of the
country In support of his position.

If advertsing companles found
fanlt with country newspapers, the
gpeaker urged that the country news-
paper study the cause of the objection
ralsed against them and benefit there-
by. If publishers are honest, newspa.
per advertising will always pay. A
remedy for all the {lls confronting
publishers today s plenty of good
backbhone. He defined advertising as
the repetition of one or similar things
covering a conslderable period of time.

Maupin for Publicity,

Will B, Maupin of Lincoln read a
paper entitled “Nebraska as It Should
Be Known.” The paper was replete
with information on the state and
closed with a poem.

Several motlons In favor of the pub-
lielity bill were voted down because of
the rule of the association forbidding
interference In gquestions of a political
nature, WIIl Maupin put the assocla-
tion nn record as favoring a bureau
of publieity and reform.

Discussing the next meeting place,
Will Campbell of the Omaha Commer-
cial club extended a hearty welcome
to the visitors for the next year or
any vear. By rule of the organization
the next meeting must be held in the
state capital.

Editors Guests at Dinner,

What Ross Hammond termed a
“gabfest,” following a reception and
dinner at the Field club, in which the
Commercial elub acted as the host,
was another event In Omaha's enter
tainment of the Nebraska Press asso-
riation.

Reed Proposes “Press Day."

That in recognition of what the
press has done, is doing and will con-
tinue to do there should he set aslde
a holiday known as “Press Day," was
an idea set in motion by Willis E.
Reed of Madison, in his address.

“I have thought It but a just reward
for the great benefits which the press
fa doing for humanity as a public
benefactor, that not only our state
but our natlon as well, should set
aslde a holiday upon which we all can
meet, observe, pay due reverence and
respect to thir great pillar of liberty
throughout the land,” sald Mr. Reed,
in speaking of the plan, towards the
close of his remarks,

“Let it be known as 'Press Day,
through which freedom of thought and
conscloence may ever have expression
without restriction, without diserimina
tion, biag or prejudice; becoming
crusaders of the Twentleth century as
disciples of truth and justice in the
Interests of every man, woman and
child In every land and clime”

It was a pleasing tribute to thelr ef-
forts, which the editors were quick to
appreciate  and the speaker was
round!y applauded.

Words of Farewell.

Colonel T. W. MecCullough of the
Omaha Bee delivered the farewell ad-
dress, which he said was no farewell,
but a passing greeting until the next
oceasion. He told of his own early
printing experiences, when he was
foreman in an office In which ex-
President Wood was the “devil.” Sen-
ator J. M. Tanner, the new president,
responded.
